Highly Civilized. 


HERE is no longer room for doubt as to 

the civilization of Pasadena, the beauti- 
ful Crown of the San Gabriel Valley.. The 
stamp of advanced civilization is put upon 
our fair sister by the United States Census 
Bureau. The last census shows the popula- 
tion of Pasadena in the year 1910 was 30,291. 
Now it might be more or less and yet the 
city be in the wild and woolly West, raw as 
beef on the butcher's block. But the segrega- 
tion of this population by sexes shows 
16.607 females and 13,684 males. That is 
where we get the stamp of civilization put 
upon that very intelligent and very moral 
community. When a country is raw and 
the West is wild and woolly, pantaloons pre- 
dominate over petticoats, and the measure 
cf the predominance is the measure of the 
“wildness and woolliness of that community. 
The higher the grade of civilization the 
larger the surplus of human femininity.

Little knowing the suppliant was the no 
torious Joaquin Murrieta, my friend, the 
rancher, got up and prepared him a good 
meal, When the traveler left he said: "Sir, 
my name is Joaquin Murrieta. You have 
been very kind tome. Nothing that belongs 
to you or yours shall ever be molested on 
the road. If you ever need my help or the 
help of good herders let me know. 

As they talked, the rancher told Joaquin 
that he had great trouble driving his sheep 
into San Jose to market. When he got his 
flocks into the city, the sheep dived down 
the side streets and got lost. 

“The next time you drive sheep, my men 
will be there to help.” said Joaquin. 

My rancher friend told me that the next 
time he drove his sheep to market, every 
side street through the city was guarded by 
a silent vaquero on horseback. This inci- 
dent, | was told, was repeated not once but 
many times during the years that followed. 

Murrieta took ell sorts of reckless 


chances. On one occasion one of his ban- 
dits was on trial in a San Jose court. Mur- 
rieta had, shortly before, waylaid and mur- 
dered a gentleman named Samuel Harring- 
ton. Taking Harrington's papers, Joaqvrin 
went into court, pretended to be Harrington, 
gave false testimony and secured the ac- 
qvittal of his pal. 

Another time, in Sacramento, a crowd 
stood looking at a poster which offered $5000 
for the capture of Murrieta. A Mexican 
pushed his way through the crowd and 
wrote on the bottom of the placard: “I will 
give $10,000 myself—Joaquin Murrieta;” 
jumped on a horse and escaped. 

As might be imagined, the horrors of 
Murrieta’s crimes roused q great hue and

animals, Murrieta and his followers selected 
a dark canyon near the mouth of Tejon Pass

Wace the French Revolution was 
about to break out and the King had 
been conducted from Versailles to 
Paris in that lurid night ride surrounded 
by the maenads and the sans culottes of the 
French capital, those two brilliant editors, 
Camille Desmoulins and Freron, proposed 
to their brother editor Marat to consolidate 
his paper L’Amie du Peuple, with theirs, 
La Tribune des Patriotes.

Each sex goes double 
file, and so that they face as they pass. The 
men stare hard at the girls. It tis not im- 
proper here for a man to look at a woman, 
and if he ogles her she thinks it a compll- 
ment.

SENTIMENT AND ART. 


RUMBLING away beneath the sun and 

wind of New Mexico, perched on all 

but inaccessible points, gleaming .amid 
the green fields of fertile valleys, or stand- 
ing sentinel-like upon wide plains, are the 
remains of many hundreds of ancient com- 
munal dwellings, together with their proto- 
types, the single-story adobe sfructures of 
the modern Pueblo Indians. To commem- 
orate the architecture of these often ruin- 
ous and half-forgotten homes, to act as a 
mcnument to the race which first subdued 
the New Mexican desert and made it fertile 
by irrigation, there has been designed a 
style of constructional 
design for the State 
University of that 
commonwealth which 
is unique in the cata- 
logue of the world’s 
buildings. 

To William George 
Tight, then president, 
must be aecorded 
credit 
which later caused the 
University of New 
Mexico to become | 
known as the “Pueblo 
University.” The work 
of designing buildings 
which should embody 
modern convenience 
with the architecture 
used by the ancient 
inhabitants of this 
land of sunshine and 
space was, it is true, 
done by another, but 
to Dr. Tight must be 
given all honor for 
the inception of the 
plan. How well his 
proposals won the fa- 
vor of the citizens 
nay be well measured 
by the approval of the 
students who live and 
study in the buildings 
which are its result. 

Dr. Tight is since 
dead, but the Pueblo 
type buildings remain, 
monument and a 
tribute to him. 

The principal plan 
which he had in mind, 
in advocating the erec- 
tion of buildings of 


this type, was to perpetuate the architec. | 


ture so rapidly becoming extinct, that archi- 
tecture best suited to the country, which 
Offered most advantages for use in the New 
Mexican climate, with fewest disadvantages. 
To afford an example of Pueblo beauty to a 
skeptical governing board, he had his own 
residence, then about to be built, construct- 
ed according to this plan, which he had ac- 
quired in his studies of the pueblos of the 
region. He succeeded in convincing them 
of its beauty and suitability. ee 

Following this tangible representation of 
his schemes, the regents of the institution 
in 1906 authorized the erection of two dormi- 
tory buildings, Hokona and Kwataka, of the 
suggested type. The structures received 
names fitted to those who were to occupy 
them, Kwatake signifying Man-Eagle, and 
Hokona, Butterfly-Maiden. Pictographs 
which represent these names adorn 
the front of each building. Their success 
was immediate. 

Two years later, the administration build- 
ing was remodeled and enlarged to suit the 
Pueblo idea, and is today the best example 
of this architectural style to be found on 


. the campus. The central power plant had 


been built according to the Pueblo tenets, 
it is true, but was hardly large enough to 
afford opportunity for the mass effects which 
are characteristic of the type. Then Rodey 
Hall, named for the founder of the institu- 
tion, was built, and this carried out in every 
detail the requisites of the style. 

At about the same time the finishing 
touch to the entire Pueblo settlement was 
given by the construction of a fraternity’s 
secret chamber in the exact lines and size 
of a “khiva” or Pueblo ceremonia)l-house. 

The most marked features of this type of 
building are its great areas of wall, ite 
massive appearance, and the utter absence 
of any curves. The latter characteristic 
comes from the fact that the Pueblos did not 
understand the arch principle, and never 
employed anything except the trunks of 
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he

door or a window. They did not erect build- 
ings which had doors upon the first or 
ground floor, but this characteristic was 
abrogated because the builders reasoned that 
too much time would be lost in traversing 
ladders, as did the ancients, or stairways, 
as dé the modern Pueblos, in entering a 
building. Doorways on the ground floor 
were made, but they were masked be 


hind breast walls, hidden in angles and 
otherwise concealed, that the general effect 
of the whole might be as nearly like that 
of the model pueblo as possible, without in- 
terfering with the neCessary convenience 
and accessibility.

Although all the buildings are of brick, 
they are made to resemble the adobe or 
stone used in the Indian dwellings by the 
use of cement plaster as an exterior, while 
the wood that was used for porches, cor- 
bels, pillars and the like was ali left un- 
painted and rough. Time and the knives 
of the students have since reduced this 
roughness materially. 

To add to the Indian idea, ladders of 
peeled logs were made and placed about 
the buildings. Needless to say, these often 
afford a means of ingress after hours, when 
located on the dormitory buildings. 

The particular characteristics found in 
the university buildings are taken more 
from the Pueblo of Taos, in the northern 
part of the State, than from any other. 
Taos has long been known as the home of 
the purest-blooded descendants of the abo- 
rigines, and their buildings are just as 
purely descended from the ancient stone 
and adobe communal dwelling, which was 
made for defense as well as for residence. 
Like many of the old Indian dwellings, and 
like more of the ruined pueblos which to- 
day dot New Mexico, the university is set 
upon a hill, and this fact seems to make the 
Pueblo type all the more fitting to the cam- 
pus and surroundings. 

Suitability must always remain the prime 
necessity for architectural beauty, and this 
the Pueblo buildings have for their location 
on the university campus. There they have 
miles of space about’ them; mountains for 
their background and New Mexico's won- 
derful sky above them. Were it not for the 
frequent passage of students, professors and 
visitors, they might well be taken for the 
home of some branch of thé Pueblo tribe, 
some off-shoot of the aborigines. By day-

and odd, almost grotesque, silhouettes. 
Added to the dark green of the trees which 
surround them and the blue velvet of the 
sky that covers them, their dark gray tones 
take on a new softness, and they flatten 
into the landscape with a fitness that pro 
claims their propriety to their surroundings. 

Beauty, however, is proverbially but skin- 
deep, though in the case of a building, it 
may be said to be “wall-deep.” Beauty these 
buildings have, and to spare, but an archi- 
tecture which gave all to beauty and nothing 
to utility would be but a lame one. Uthity 
was, after adherence to the general lines of 
the Pueblo type, the necessary factor in

the construction of these buildings. At a 
close examination, the variances of the struc- 
tures from the ancient Pueblo buildings are 
seen to be many, thovgh none are great. 
First among these is increased height, and 
censequently increased size to maintain the 
Pueblo proportions. The Pueblo built low- 


ceilinged rooms, partly from economy of’ 


labor, partly from reasons of economy in 
heating. No schoolroom’ should be low- 
ceilinzed, and these are not. Schoolrooms 
should be well lighted; though the 
Pueblos were chary of windows and 
covered them with translucent parch- 
ment. The rooms all through these build- 
ings are lighted with small windows placed 
high in the wall, but admitting an abundance 
of light. No Pueblo building ever had a 
hall or interior passage, the roofs of the 
lower stories serving to furnish communica- 
tion between room and room. But these 
buildings have halls wherever needed. True, 
the mild New Mexico climate makes such 
things unnecessary in many cases, and 
where this is true, there are none provided. 
But Pueblo details have been used through- 
out where possible. An instance of this is 
the great hive-shaped clay oven that orna- 
ments every Pueblo. On the vwniversity 
buildings representations of these ave used 
to conceal solar heaters and storage tanks 


for the heated water. So with other

THAT FINALLY DETERMINES. 


PUBLIC TASTE THE FACTOR 


A.Y are the artifices resorted to by 
M plant dealers to create a popular de 
wand for their peculiar stock of vege- 
tation or for some new plant or plants they 
are seeking to introduce to an inquisitive 
but wary public. But all to no use, for | 


taste is the final determinant, and he who } 


would sell must learn of him who would 
buy. 

Just a score of years ago the present 
writer accepted a position as nursery fore 
man with a firm just starting out to edu- 
cate the dear public and teach them just 
what plants they should use. One partner 
had money; the other possessed a deep 
knowledge of plants so far as their identity | 
was concerned. Neither knew how prop 
erly to grow a cabbage or a geranium, yet 
one of them wrote the best book on garden- 
ing ever published in Caliiornia. The pol- 
icy of the plantsman of the firm was to in- 
troduce rare and valuable plants to Califor- 
nia—better things than we had heretofore 
grown—and not deal in what every other 
dealer constantly kept a good supply of. 
Nay, nay, Pauline; we will be exclusive. 

So the world was sought over for the rare 
and beautiful, and into the hands of the 
writer came new seeds and plants from ev- 
ery quarter of the globe. Commercial 
stocks of plants were propagated and 
olfeied for sale that were never seen here 
before—or since. Many of these were espe- 
cially fine, and worthy of extensive garden 
use, but the public would not buy for the 
reason that they did not know these plants. 
Piant fanciers of good taste, broad expe- 
rience and deeply studious of the world’s 
plants and plant literature came and bought 
a few of each kind at a high price, but the 


' general plant-buying public was indifferent. 


After the firm had run $7000 behind 
through trying to force upon the public 
what they did not care for, the moneyed 
member of the firm asked the writer how to 
sell plants, and was told: “Keep such 
plants as the public wish to buy.” 

One or many may strive ever so hard to 
give the public an “education” in the mat- 
ter of taste, but still they will exercise 
their own judgment and buy what most 
pleases them. Were it not for this splendid 
obstinacy of human kind all progress on 
this old sphere of ours would cease at once 
and we would slowly but surely drift back 


our 
plantsmen scour the marts of the world for 
new plants, that we may buy them if 
will, but it is the rankest snobbery to chide 
the masses when they will not purchase cer- 
tain plants or classes of plants, for the fool 
ish populace will still like what it likes. 
The value of a plant finally is regulated by 
the wants of the individual, and if he wants 
certain things all the powers on earth can- 
not change his taste. One of the gravest of 
offenses against local gardens is committed 
by nurserymen who contract to plant gar- 
dens and then stuff them full of their own 
peculiar wares, to the subsequent disgust of 
the confiding owner and the utter destruc- 
tion of permanent attractiveness. A dealer 
in plants is not a good guide as to what 
should constitute the planting list in a new 
garden of considerable extent, for such lists 
will include not what is best, but only such

Present-day taste usually demands 
light colors and shades, with florets over- 
lapping each other, and many florets open 
at the same time.

This constitutes a “glad” 
of a high standard. The fourth day the 
lower one or ones on a spike usually wilts 
so that florists consider one that “carries” 
nine or ten flowers an exceptionally fine 
variety, as indeed it is. 


Present Pruning of Roses. 


EVERAL rose fanciers have asked if it 

is “right and proper,” and best, to prune 
roses at present, just after the period of 
heaviest blooming has passed. 

It is permissible to practice a little care 
ful summer pruning, but this should not be 
heavy or indiscriminate. More judgment is 
needed than is necessary in the generally- 
accepted pruning time. A little thinning out 
of weakly, exhausted canes may be made, 
but no heavy cutting-back or heading is prac- 
ticed. Thickly clustered growths should be 
thinned to allow proper development of the 
stronger canes, and where large heads of 
eyeless wood are made at the end of vigor- 
ous shoots the latter may be cut back close 
to the highest strong bud pointing outward, 
but this method should not extend to a lit- 
eral topping of the entire bush.

T grows chicks from the egg to matur- 
ity—must, in order to avoid retarding 
their growth, provide them with roomy, 
clean quarters, clean feed, fresh water and 
shade and must wage an everlasting war 
on lice, which thrive during the summer 
months. The beginner, through his in- 
experience, does not realize the importance 
of these vital essentials, the observance of 
every one of which is absolutely necessary 
~ ff success is to be attained in poultry rais- 
ing. 
‘ With us, the babyhood dangers of chicks 
are past when they are from ten days to 
three weeks old, which is the age of the 
chicks—healthy up to this point—now be- 
ing raised by an army of beginners through- 
out the country. Yet thousands of them 
will be lost, and many more thousands 
stunted through the mistakes of almost ev- 
ery beginner in poultry raising. 

The first mistake is lack of fresh air, due 
to overcrowding and lack of proper quarters. 
The chicks have done well up to the ten-day 
or three-week period, because the brooder 
quarters have been large enough in their 
hand infancy, but from now on, as the chicks 
grow bigger, they require more fresh air, 

which they will never receive in crowded 
quarters. Overcrowding will always stunt 
growth of chicks, and though they often

Many ills are caused by lice, and on every 
poultry raiser’s premises they will be found 
in greater or less quantities. 

Only a continual warfare against them 
will hold them in check. One often hears 
the bezinners say, “My buildings are new 
and there are no lice on the place.” 

Do not deceive yourself. 

Several years ago we built a new plant 
on new ground that had never seer a 
chicken, in fact, the only chickens in that 
zone were at least three miles away. 

The incubators were new; the brooders 
new, and several thousand hatching eggs 
were shipped to the new plant, some com- 
ing as far as 800 miles. Five months after 
the first chicks were hatched we discov- 
ered lice and a few mites. Where did they 
come from?

The late William 
Cook, who originated and exploited all varie- 
ties of the Orpingtons, began on the 8. C. 
White variety about 1880. They were a 
combination of 8. C. White Leghorn, Ham- 
burg and White Dorking blood, and after 
much effort and selection they were finally 
introduced to the public about 1889. They 
had an enormous sale in all countries and 
were finally introduced into the United 
States following the Blacks and Buffs. All 
the Orpingtons were slow to “take” with the 
American fanciers until Mr. Cook himself 
came to the New York show with several 
birds and entered on a selling and lectur- 
ing campaign the latter, of course, exploit- 
ing Orpingtons as the best all-around fowl. 
Many bought, and the craze for Orpingtons 
cpread rapidly. His successive yearly vis- 
its with fowls to sell and his establishment 
of a farm in New Jersey added to the rap 
idly spreading interest in the variety, and 
many well-known and successful fanciers 
adopted the breed. The 8S. C. White were 
probably advertised and exploited more 
than all the other varieties combined, and 
they soon became the leading variety bred 
and sold. Many exclusive White Orpington 
farms were established, and tens of thous- 
ands of eggs and fowls were sold in all sec- 
tions of the country. In almost every com- 
munity there are breeders of this variety.

over his eyes, at the same time insisting

The Blindfold Expose. 


HE black handkerchief added to the 

mystery—and to the deception. It is an 
assistance rather than a hindrance, as it 
shuts out all exterior distraction from the 
operator's mind, thus making him more 
passive to the involuntary muscular action 
of his subject; besides it appears to render 
the work of the “mind reader” more diffi- 
cult. He asks you to draw it tightly—‘the 
tighter the better.” Why? Because he 
contracts his brows, and even if you put on 
@m additional ‘kerchief and fold kid gloves 
over the eyes (as did Pau! Alexander John- 
stone) the strain of the "kerchief falls upor 
the part of the gloves resting against the 
contracted brows. When he desires to see, 
he has but to raise his brows-—-a very sim- 
ple thing, indeed. He cannot see far ahead, 
but sufficiently so to answer his purpose. 
This ability to see down and somewhat in 
advance is especially helpful—-as well as 
deceptive—when describing a young lady in 
the audience to whom he has given a book 
or other object. She was plainly visible to 
the operator (from underneath the fold) 
when the unconscious muscular action of 
the subject led him to her. 

in those cases in which the operator ex- 
tends his hands in front of him, one above 
the other and about a foot apart, and directs 
the subject to put one of his hands between 
and equidistant from his own, it is claimed 
that inasmuch as the operator does not 
touch the subject the success cannot be 
said to be due to involuntary muscular ac- 
tion, as there was no physical contact. 
True, in a sense. Here is where the “biind- 
fold” serves its purpose. The touch is not 
necessary when depending upon sight. The 
proof? Were his hands placed on the level 
of his eyes he could not do the trick; and 
no mind-reader would attempt it if you in- 
sisted upon those conditions. 

You will observe that the operator moves 
his own hands tentatively, first one way 
and then the other, always keeping them 
on the same vertical plane. Were it not so 
he could not see the action or movoment 
of the subject’s hand. This !s essential to 
success, because when the operator moves 
his hand in the wrone direction the sub- 
ject’s hand follows tardily, thereby indicat- 
ing, unconsciously and intentionally, to the 
operator that he is moving in the wrong di- 
rection. But when the operator is on the 
right track, the hend of the subject re- 
sponds readily and retains its relative po- 
sition. 


The Driving Test. 


Tl HE “blinéfo!d” ts also resorted to in the 

“driving test” through the crowded 
thoroughfares of a city. They, too, depend 
upon the imvoluntary muscular action of 
the one who accompanies them. Did you 
ever see a “mind reader” make this test 
without the subject's hand touching one of 
his? No, you never did and you probably 
never will The almost uncontrollable 
movement of the subject's hand guides and 


But how can he so successfully dodge the 
vehicles? By merely looking where he is 
going. But how can he see when he is 
blindfolded? He couldn't if he were suc- 
cessfully blindfolded. 

When Paul Alexander Juinstone drove 
through the streets of Chicago he wore a 
hood, the outer covering being mohair, the 
inner part of heavy broadcloth. Surely he 
not see beneath or through this. 
It was a handy headgear. The

“mind reader” to distinguish objects very 
clearly. So much for the blindfold and the 
part it plays in reading minds.

A Self-satisfying Proof. 


F YOU want self-evident proof of invol- 
untary muscular action, you may find it 
in your own personal experience if you afe 


are not dependent upon dnother—and you 
surely would not cheat yourself. Recall the 
time when you were learning to ride. Do 
you remember how you clung to the handle- 
bars with a death-like grip? Do you re 
member how you hit every object in the 
road that you tried to avoid? There was 
ample room on all sides, but you steered 
straight for it and wondered why you hit it. 
Why did you? Because mind is indivisible 
and you cannot think of two things or be 
in two places at the same time. Your mind 
and your eye were on the object in the 
street; therefore you were wholly uncon- 
scious of the muscular action that guided 
the wheel. 

I have in mind a man who, when learning 
‘to ride the wheel, had much difficulty in 
conseqvence of a telegraph pole in front of 
his home. The pole was on the side of the 
road, not in the road, but it always seemed 
to be in evidence. No matter where he 
started that pole always seemed to be his 
objective point. He aimed straight for it— 
unintentionally, of course—and his aim 
was good.

The so<alled mind reader in physical con- 
tact with his subject holds exactly the same 
relation each to the other as do the novice 
wheelman and his wheel—directed and 
guided by an unconscious muscular action. 


A Mind-reading Trick. 


NYONE (or two, rather.) can do the 

stage titck ot reading the contents of 
folded bits of paper by simply touching 
them to the forehead. 

The “mind reader” seats himself at a 
table; slips of paper, usually the same size 
and shape, are distributed among the audi- 
ence with the request that each one write 
thereon a short sentence. While they are 
busy writing, the mind reader is preparing 
for the trial by making sundry passes 
across his forehead; sometimes, to make 
it appear as something strenuous, he rubs 
each arm slowly from shoulder to wrist so 
that nothing will interfere with the current 
of thought running from the tips of his fin- 
gers to his brain.

Hence, 
according to the foregoing experiments— 
four grains as the maximum harmless dose 
—the average American is suffering from 
chronic coffee poisoning. It is thus clear 
that the experiments quoted prove nothing 
whatever in favor of coffee, but afford addi- 
tional evidence against the use of this per- 
nicious drug. .

Wounded by a Shell. 


Private Will‘am Furlong of the One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-third Pennsylvania Volun- 
teers, who was wounded at the battle of 
Gettysburg, Pa, July 1, 18623, had a remark.

One 
Plece, however, was not removed as it was 
feared hemorrhage would follow: besides, 
the conscious condition of the pstient did 
not wa rant further interference. The pulse 
throughout remained normal, and sleep 
natural. By Augrst 10 healthy granulations 
had commenced. By August 18 granu:iations 
were nicely closing the wound, though the 
pulsations of the brain were stil! manifest. 
During August and September, scales and 
spiculae of bone which were forced to the 
surface by the granulations were removed.

[New York Times:] With an electric 
force of 500,000 volts used according to 
methods originated by Dr. de Keating-Hart 
of St. Luke's Hospital, Paris, Dr. William 
Seamon Bainbridge, chief operator in the 
New York Skin and Cancer Hospital, be

cancer on which he is The 
de Keating-Hart method, he believes, accom- 
plished cures In many of the cases. 

“In the de Keating-Hart method the elec 


tric current is cooled by passing through a 
rc>ber trbe filled with electrically sterilized 
air.” he said. “By thi= means the spark 
which is formed by the -urrent on an elec 
trode at the end of the tube—twelve centi- 
meters from the cancer—is prevented trom | 
roasting the skin or producing a scar The 
spark represents the tremendous electric 
force of 500,000 volts and is of a high fre 
quency. The amperage, however, is very 
low. Its ejéct is traumatic. It shocks the 
tissue about the cancer and brings about a 
change which prevents the cancer from 
spreading. In this way it prevents its 
growth and kills it.” 


Consumption Not Inherited. 


[Harper's Weekly:] No subject claims 
wider attention from the medical man and 
layman than the diagnosis, treatment, and 
prevention of tuberculosis. The white 
plague toll is so appalling, the fear of it so 
oppressive, that it comes as a joyous 
promise of reprieve from a dreaded death to 
learn that this disease is preventable if there 
is a proper understanding of how to avoid 
it and shake it off in its early stages. 

Sir John Moore on his chapter on the sub- 
ject of tuberculosis in “The Practitioner” 
gives a table referring particularly to tuber- 
culosis in Ireland, which shows that the 
lower the social scale the higher is the mor- 
tality. The death rate among the profes- 
sional and independent classes is 1.15 per 
100 as against 3.56 im the general service 
class, including servants, hucksters, por- 
ters, etc. 

Another eminent specialist makes clear 
the essential point that with the rarest ex- 
ceptions An infant born to tuberculous par- 
ents is at birth entirely free from the taint 
of the disease. If he falls a victim it is due 
to the ignorance or carelessness of those 
about him. One feature that should particu- 
larly impress itself on parents is the danger- 
ous practice of permitting children to go 
with dust or dirt covered hands, which they 
habitually carry to their mouths and in this 
way transfer the disease germs which have 
collected on the surface of floors or carpets 
on which they are allowed freely to crawl. 


Clogged Saliva Ducts. 


[New Orleans Times-Democrat:] Of all 
the peculiar complaints of children yet to be 
solved by the surgeons at the Charity Hos- 
pital, the case of David Jackson, aged 8 
years, is said to be the most extraordinary. 
The Jacksor child was admitted to the hos- 
pital Thursday with a swollen tongve. It 
was not until Friday the case was diagnosed 
positively. Then it was discovered that in 
some strange manner the saliva ducts lead- 
ing to the mouth had become clogged. Mon- 
day a plastic operation followed by cauteri- 
zation was undertaken as a remedy. 

The stoppage of the saliva ducts brought 
about such intense irritation that the tongue 
of the boy was pressed forcibly against the 
roof of the mouth, making it difficult for the 
child to swallow. On account of the absence 


of saliva the digestive organs were unable to 
perform their duties properly, and an imme

Theory of Rheumatism. 


{New York World:}] If Dr. Edward 
Rosenow of Rush Medical College has really 
discovered the germ of rheumatism, as was 
announced in Chicago recently, the dis- 
covery is one of the most important in the 
history of medicine, for it is the-first step 
toward finding a cure for the terrible dix- 
ease. it has geuerally been described as 
dae to uric acid in the blood, the pain in 
the joints being cavsed by minute crystais 


‘of the acid forming in the tissues. But some 


physicians ridicule the uric acid theory. An 
eminent professor at Johns Hopkins ad- 
vanced the theory a few years ago that rheu- 
matism had its origin in the tonsils; that 
tonsilitis and rheumatism went so generally 
together that it was impossible not to see in 
them cause and effect. The removal of ton- 
sils was advocated as the cure for rheuma- 
tism. This worked well in some cases, but 
not in all. 

Then it was suggested that not tonsilitis 
alone, but any gathering of pus at any place 
in the body whence it could not escape—an 
ulcer at the root of a tooth, ior example— 
was the cause. This has recently been one 
of the most generally accepted theoties. 

Dr. Rosenow believes he has confirmed the 
theory of the relation between the tonsils 
and rheumatism. He is quoted as saying 
that the germs of rheumatism enter the 
system through the tonsils. These strange 
glands at the back of the throat have some 
use in the life of the body, but what this use 
is has not yet been discovered. It is defi- 
nitely known that they are peculiarly sus- 
ceptible to infection. It has been suggested 
that they may be a sort of sentry at the gate- 
way of the alimentary canal. If this be so, it 
is strange that they are the seat of so many 
distressing troubles. 

Some surgeons uave insisted upon extirpo 
ting the tonsils. But the operation is a dan- 
gercus one, owing to the liability to severe 
hemorrhage and to the difficulty of prevent- 
ing infection of the wound. 


A Chair of Smiling. 


{Ti-Bits:} A professor in one of our 
famous universities has suggested a chair of 
smiling and a course in good-fellowsbip.

moral standard. There surely is a place 
for a course in smiling.
